De Poteet grew up on a farm 
in Southwest Kansas, attending 
Meade schools. She married a Fowler 
boy, Ted Waters, and together they 
farmed and raised two sons. Seeing | 
a need in the community, Dana 
and a friend created The Fowler 
Mercantile, a small gift shop and 
soda fountain where they sold gifts, 
served deli lunches, and planned 
community activities, including 
Fowler’s Centennial Pageant and the 
Threshing Days after-harvest festival, 
which still is held annually. 

When after a few years she 
and her partner sold the shop, 
Dana knew she wanted a career 
in education. She graduated from 
Dodge City Community College 
with an Associate of Arts degree, earned a BA in English from St Mary of the Plains 
College, and taught high school English, journalism, and photography classes at Bucklin, 
Kansas. She completed her Masters of Arts in English at Fort Hays State University and 
began teaching at DCCC in 1994, where she taught Composition, Technical Writing, and 
American Literature. She developed and taught courses in World Literature, Children’s 
Literature, and Adolescent Literature. Waters served Dodge City Community College in 
many capacities for 20 years. She was Division Chair of Fine Arts and Humanities, English 
Department Chair, a member of Instructional Council and the Graduation Committee, 
and she chaired numerous screening committees for DCCC faculty and staff. She served 
the faculty as an officer on the Faculty Association Executive Committee, secretary, and 
as a member of the Professional Relations Committee. At various times she served on 
the Developmental Education Committee, the President’s Senior Advisory Council, and 
the North Central Accreditation Steering Committee. 

Waters was also on the Executive Board of the Kansas Association of Teachers of 
English, where she served as secretary for many years, and the Editorial Board of The 
Bedford Guide for College Writers, Bedford/ St. Martin’s Press, where she authored 
Practical Suggestions, the ancillary instructors’ manual. She is currently a TALK scholar 
for the Kansas Humanities Council, a member of the Fowler United Methodist Church and 
the American Association of University Women, and a board member of the Community 
Foundation of Southwest Kansas.
